Sierra Madre is- bound now to a 
; tri-city fire protection agreement 
| with Arcadia and Monrovia. The 
| city council Tuesday evening au¬ 
thorized Mayor Schiltz to sign a 
contract for the mutual protec¬ 
tion of the three municipalities. 

Under the provisions of the 
contract Arcadia will call upon 
Monrovia department for assist¬ 
ance in the event of a fire get- 
! ting beyond control of the Ar¬ 
cadia fire department and Sierra 
Madre will be required to move 
part of its men and equipment 
to Monrovia to protect that city 
i while its men and equipment are 
| absent. 

In the event of a fire here 
j that Sierra Madre’s department 
finds itself unable to cope wi'h, 
it will call upon the Arcadia de¬ 
partment and Monrovia will move 
part of its equipment to Arcadia 
to protect that city. Under like 
conditions Monrovia would call 
upon Arcadia and it would be up 
I to the Sierra Madre department 
to protect Arcadia. 

| No extra compensation is pro- 
i vided for any of the cities or 
I their departments. The contract 
j expires June 30, 1939. It has been 
! under consideration for a year.

With generous help from the 
remainder of the city ,the Can¬ 
yon Park has worked out its 
Mattoon bond difficulties and 
several years of delinquent taxes 
that have accumulated against 
properties of the district will soon 
begin to trickle into the city trei- 
-ury, contributing towards the re¬ 
duction of six cents in the tax 
rate for municipal purposes. 

Assured by the Title Insurance 
and Trust Company that it had 
in its hands sufficient funds to 
take up the Canyon bonds, the

assessed valuation in the remain¬ 
der of the city. 

Following receipt of a letter 
from the Title company and an 
explanation by E. K. Wood, ex¬ 
pert who piloted the bond set¬ 
tlement which the council approved 
subject to an audit to be con¬ 
ducted before a proportion of the 
delinquent taxes to be collected 
is diverted to the settlement fund 
to assist in clearing up the situ¬ 
ation. 

Mr. Wood explained that as the 
bond propositions has been 
worked out every canyon prop¬ 
erty holder will pay his propor-. 
tionate share of the bond obli¬ 
gations— that there wil be no 
free rides for anyone, and the 
council adopted resolutions sug¬ 
gested by him toward this end. 

The city’s tax levy ordinance 
was amended to call for the pay¬ 
ment this year of $19,001.02 in 
the canyon area instead of $13,- 
321 01 as originally planned. Of 
this amount $11.75076 is as¬ 
sessed against zone 1; $2,653.10 
against zone 2 and $452.35 
against zone 3.

T HIRTY DOLLARS 
Thursday!” 

It is an intriguing slogan 
—an inviting prospect, if you can 
bury your head in the economic 
sands and believe it. 

And apparently some 700,000 
Californians did just that; for 
700,000 Californians, according to 
official reports .signed petitions 
to submit the $30-every-week pen¬ 
sion act to the voters at the No¬ 
vember general election. 

Never in the history of the 
State have so many citizens 
signed petitions for an initiative 
act as signed up for Thirty Dol¬ 
lars Every Thursday. It is an 
| amazing and startling record — 
startling in that it means the act 
will have a good chance of ap¬ 
proval at the polls unless voters 
look before they leap; startling 
too, in that the measure, if it 
becomes a law, will play havoc 
with the state’s financial struc¬ 
ture and will start a stampede 
to California which will double 
and treble the rush of refugees 
now crossing our borders. 

But perhaps the worst aspect 
of the new pension cra 2 £ is that | 
hundreds of thousands of old j 
people who have high hopes of 
retirement, with a life annuity of 
$30 per week, will oe bitterly dis- j 
appointed and disillusioned—after | 
parting with hard-earned dollars 
to finance a movement which is 
foredoomed to failure. 

In the interest of humanity, if 
not in the interest of state sol¬ 
vency, it is to be hoped that the 
fallacy of the plan is exposed 
long before election day and that 
the act is repudiated at the polls, 
instead of being invalidated in 
the courts, or collapsing of its 
own weight after an unsuccessful 
attempt to make 11 work. Cali¬ 
fornia organizations can perform 
no more worthwhile service this 
year than to advise their mem¬ 
bers of the unsoundness and ut¬ 
ter impossibility of the will-o’-the- 
wisp program which this initia¬ 
tive contemplates. 

Let’s take a look at this act 
with the magic title. 

If it became effective, all Cali¬ 
fornia citizens, 50 years of age 
or over and “not employed for 
compensation,” would be eligible 
to recieve 30 state-issued one-dol- 
lar warrants, or certificates, every 
Thursday.

immediately. At $30 per week, 
they would be paid $15,000 000 a 
week. At the end of the first 
year there would be $ 780 , 000,000 
in state crtificates in circulation! 

Theoretically, at least, the 
warrants or certificates, would be 
retired each year by a 2-cent per 
week tax on each dollar certifi¬ 
cate. But who would pay that 
tax? With $780,000,000 worth of 
the state warrants in circulation 
it may be assumed that Cali¬ 
fornia merchants would have 
3 bout $500,000,000 worth in their 
tills every Thursday— providing, 
of course, that merchants ac¬ 
cepted them in exchange for mer¬ 
chandise, as the plan contem¬ 
plates. At 2-cents per certificate, 
that would mean a weekly tax 
bill of $10,000,000 for California 
merchants on top of all other 
taxes. 

But there is every likelihood— 
in fact, it is a virtual certainty 
that banks would refuse to ac¬ 
cept the certificate as “money,” 
for the federal government re- 
| serves the exclusive right to issue 
I money and banks are squeamish 
j about their security. But con¬ 
sider some of the other prac- 
: tical problems: With "State 

money,” not recognized in any 
other State, how could California 
merchants buy from out-of-state 
wholesalers or manufacturers ? 
And if they couldn’t turn the 
“money” into the bank, or use 
it to replenish their stocks, just 
what would they do with it? Cer¬ 
tainly, farmers wouldn't accept 
“certificates” in lieu of cash for 
their commodities —for farmers 
have to be careful about money; 
they’re not overly endowed with
